Are You Contented? 


At first the baby lies fiat on his back, eyes glaring up at the 


ceiling. By and by he gets tired of lying on his back. Discontent 
with, his condition makes him /wriggle and squirm, and at last 
he succeeds in rolling over. If he were contented then, there 
would be no men on earth—only gigantic babies. 


But DISCONTENT again grips him, and as a result of the 


struggle he learns to crawl. Crawling—traveling on hands and 
knees—satisfied lower forms of animal life. It used to satisfy 
man in the early stages of evolution. But the human infant— 
thanks to inborn desires—is DISCONTENTED with crawling. 
With much trouble and- risk, his feeble totterings followed by 
many a fall, he finally learns to walk erect. He assumes a posi- 
tion'which takes his eyes off the ground. His feet planted firmly 
on the ground, with head up and shoulders back, he takes the 
position of a man. DISCONTENT and action are the main- 
springs of every stage of his development. What discontent 
does in the limited life of a child, it does on a much larger 
scale in the life of a man, and on' a still larger scale in the life 
of a nation. You can invariably tell when a man has reached 
the limit of his possible development. He ceases to be discon- 
tented—or rather, his discontent is no longer coupled with 
activity. 


A placid contentment which rapidly develops into apathy 


are sure signs of decay, and the end of a useful career in man 
or nation. If a baby lies perfectly still, no longer wiggling or 
trying to swallow his toe, you may be sure that he is seriously ill. 
The nation that no longer wiggles is in as serious a vital condi- 
tion as the helpless infant. The man or woman who sows the 
seeds of a wise discontent with unprogressive methods and evil 
conditions, inspires us with a motive power that must result in 
advancement. 


John Ruskin once declared that his great ambition in life 


was to arouse in the human mind "some dissatisfaction." Our 
constant endeavor, through speech, and in the columns of the 
press, should be to arouse dissatisfaction, for it is only by so 
doing that the public mind can be awakened to the necessity of 
reform and be shown the road that leads to improved conditions 
of life. 


Only through discontent with the old can new and more 


favorable conditions for the future be brought about, and are 
there not causes enough for discontent and need enough for 
changes? Men of noble aspirations kept down by hard work 
and poverty. Movements for local and national improvements 
balked because of the apathy of those who are not willing to 
make sacrifices for the present in order that all may benefit to 
a greater degree in the future. Men, uncertain of their future 
and of their children's future, engage in a constant struggle 
for wealth that is not needed—a struggle that develops in .the end 
a passion as useless as it is degrading. 


Unless you believe that the world is perfect because YOU 


happen to have enough to eat and to wear, YOU should be dis- 
contented. Let us remember that the world's great changes and 
achievements have all come as the result of a spirit of discontent, 
and we should all be as often and in as many ways as possible, 
apostles of discontent, preaching the doctrine of political, relig- 
igus, social and commercial evolution from old laws, conditions 
and customs, that no matter how effective they may have been 
in the days gone by, are now obsolete and insufficient to the 
needs of uprto-date conditions and requirements. 


pelled it. It was deliberately done "as a protest a,gainst unfair 
prices and unfair manipulation of a public necessity. 


Mr. Ford might have granted his employees an indefinite 


vacation on full pay, subject to call. But that wxnildn't have 
been good for the employees, nor would it have displayed 
sound economic sense. 


Mr. Ford might have kept the fires in his furnaces and ac- 


cepted reduced net profits while co-operating with others in 
seeking a real solution. He chose rather to express his contempt 
for profiteers in public necessities by stopping his payrolls, bank- 
ing his fires, closing up his factory doors and thereby greatly re- 
ducing the. nct'annual savings of every family dependent upon 
his enterprise. 


All this has a message in it for the people of California and 


the great West. Cheap fuel and plentiful fuel in the "white 
coal" of our upper valleys and mountain reaches nwait further 
development. The future of Los Angeles and of California 
hinges largely on hydro-electric development. Here is a cheap 
fuel, an inexhaustible fuel, to be produced at a minimum, eon- 
tinning cost. 


This is to be a real issue in the fall campaign, made so by the 


submission of an amendment to the state constitution authorizing 
the bonding of the state to the extent of $'500,000,000 for such de- 
velopment and the acquirement of existing hydro-electric plants. 


On the one hand it is claimed that a state commission should 


undertake this work. On the other hand it is claimed that in- 
vestment of several times the enormous sum proposed will fail to 
meet the growing demand for hydro-electric service, to say noth- 
ing of the acquirement of existing plants.—Los Angeles Express. 


CHESTER ROWELL 
FOR SAMPLE BILL 


Well Known California Publicist 


Declares People Are Affected By 
Unlawful Practice of the Law 


By CHESTER H. ROWELL 


, T FIRST blush the "lawyers' 
A 


bill,'' known as the Sample' 
bill, now on the ballot, looks 
merely like a squabble between 


the lawyers and the bankers for cer- 
tain business. If it were so, the rest of 
us would not need to care. 
\ 


But on examination it appears that 


there really is much more in it, and that 
all of us should bo interested. 
Tho 


banks form trust companies to perform 
certain business functions, among them 
the administration of estates. This is 
perfectly legitimate, and no one objects 
to it, least of all the lawyers. But they 
also advertise to perform the legal ser- 
vice of drawing wills. Since- they usual- 
ly employ good lawyers to do it, there 
is no question of legal competency in- 
volved. The whole question is whether 
the drawing of a will ought to bo done 
under business ethics or under profes- 
sional^ ethics. This bill would prevent 
banks or trust companies from engaging 
in this sort of practice of the law. 


It is good business ethics to sell your {' 


own goods, provided you do so hon-' 
estly. The salesman is the employe of 
the seller, and works legitimately for 
his interest. This is the right way to 
do business. Whatever ought not to be 
done this way is not business, and ought 
not to be done by business. 


Professional ethics enjoins exactly 


the reverse attitude. Some lawyers and 
doctors may conduct themselves on bus 
iness principles, but they are violating 
the morals of their profession if they 
do so. 


It may be, and often is, to the interest 


of an estate to make a trust company 
its executor. But the advice to do so 
ought to be given by an attorney em- 
ployed by the testator and acting on 
professional principles, in his interest, 
and not by an even equally competent 
lawyer employed by the trust company 
and acting as a salesman, in its interest, 
on business principles. It is a case 
where business principles do not apply 
and professional principles do apply. 
Therefore, it should not bo done by a 
business institution and should be done 
by the profession, in its 
professional 


relationship. 


It would be unprofessional for a 


lawyer to induce a client to make him 
his executor. It is businesslike for a 
bank, maintaining a trust company, to 
do so. Since it ought not to be done it 
should not be in the hands of the one 
who ought not to do it. 


This is, essentially, the whole purpose 


of the Sample bill. There is nothing in 
it to prevent ordinary incidental formal 
legal services rendered in the customary 
course of business by banks, real estate 
firms, insurance agents, notaries and 
ordinary business men. The only thing 
that is stopped is the professional prac- 
tice of ihe law by business corporations, 
in those matters that ought not to be 
done on business principles. 


%ion's Immense Strength.
